The  1969-1970  Constitutional  Convention  assembled  in  Springfield  marks 
an  historic  and  important  moment  in  the  history  of  Illinois. 

As  a  research  contribution  for  this  occasion,   the  Cook  County  Law  Library 
and  the  Illinois  State  Library  have  cooperated  in  the  preparation  of  a  selective 
bibliography  on  materials  pertinent  to  the  revision  of  the  State  Constitution. 


scope 


An  attempt  has  been  made  to  provide  a  wide  variety  of  research  materials 
relating  to  Illinois  covering  historical  as  well  as  current  information  on  consti- 
tutional matters.     Included  are  books,   federal  and  state  documents,   monographs, 
pamphlets  and  periodical  articles  with  special  emphasis  on  materials  in  legal 
journals.     It  is  not  intended  to  cover  all  constitutional  issues. 

Purpose 

This  bibliography  has  been  compiled  (1)  as  an  aid  to  the  delegates,  staff 
and  researchers  associated  with  the  current  Constitutional  Convention;  (2)  a 
guide  for  the  staff  members  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  Library  Service  In 
the  Illinois  State  Library;  and  (3)  to  assist  librarians  and  others  to  Identify  and 
locate  publications  available. 

Arrangement 

Beginning  chapters  of  the  bibliography  are  concerned  with  the  consti- 
tutional conventions  and  the  Constitution  In  general.  It  should  be  noted  that 
sections  on  the  1870  Constitution  in  Chapter  II  are  arranged  chronologically 
by  the  date  of  the  Constitution  or  the  Amendment.  Listings  In  other  chapters 
are  generally  arranged  alphabetically,  and  each  section  of  a  chapter  has  its 
own  arrangement.  Chapters  VI  through  XIV  inclusive  are  similar  in  content 
and  order  to  the  major  articles  of  the  present  Constitution. 

Each  entry  has  been  assigned  a  number  (the  same  as  the  chapter  in  which 
it  is  contained)  together  with  an  item  number.     In  some  cases,   a  publication  is 
included  In  more  than  one  chapter  and,   therefore,   has  a  different  set  of  identi- 
fication numbers;  e.g.,   see  items  I  -  50,    II  -  55  and  III  -   1.     This  system  was 
adopted  to  facilitate  the  use  of  the  author  index  and  to  provide  specific  loca- 
tions of  Individual  entries. 


Users  of  this  bibliography  may  not  always  find  all  related  materials  by 
checking  in  one  chapter.     For  example,   material  on  cumulative  voting  is 
included  in  a  special  section  in  the  "Legislative"  chapter  and  is  not  found 
under  "Suffrage  and  Elections.  "    Cross  reference  notes  have  been  provided  at 
the  conclusion  of  a  number  of  chapters. 

Some  entries  ore  in  the  form  of  a  note  to  point  out  sources  for  other 
materials  which  provide  additional  information.     Entries  for  periodical  articles 
were  made  in  legal  citation  form  as  nearly  as  possible.     An  explanation  of 
sample  entries  has  been  provided. 

Allotted  time  did  not  permit  exhaustive  checking  of  every  individual 
entry,   and  it  had  to  be  accepted  as  submitted.     At  times,    it  was  necessary 
to  make  changes  in  entry  form.     In  some  instances,   a  descriptive  note,   an 
annotation  or  listing  of  contents  was  made.     Because  of  the  nature  of  the 
materials,  some  libraries  may  list  the  same  publication  under  a  different  entry 
form.     In  accepting  the  final  responsibility  for  the  bibliography  as  presented, 
the  compilers  request  the  indulgence  of  the  user  and  his  consideration  of  the 
many  problems  involved. 

Library  Location  Symbols 

Library  locations  have  been  noted  particularly  for  materials  difficult  to 
obtain.     Periodical  entries  do  not  include  location  symbols,   since  the  material 
can  readily  be  obtained  in  a  number  of  libraries.     Location  designations  have 
been  made  mainly  for  publications  available  in  the  Cook  County  Law  Library, 
the  Illinois  State  Historical  Library,   the  Illinois  State  Archives  and  the  Illinois 
State  Library.     Other  library  listings  were  included  only  when  available,  since 
it  was  not  possible  to  contact  each  library  as  to  ownership  of  Individual  titles. 

Microfiche 

Many  of  the  publications  of  previous  conventions  and  a  number  of  other 
materials  are  out-of-print  and  are  too  fragile  for  lending.     In  order  to  make 
these  available  to  libraries  and  others,   the  State  Library  has  placed  many  of 
these  items  on  microfiche.     The  appendix  contains  a  list  of  those  available 
for  purchase.     Location  symbols  followed  by  "MF"  denote  microfiche  holdings 
in  those  libraries.

Libraries  owning  microfiche  readers 
or  reader/printers  may  want  to  purchase  Kalvar  copies  of  these  micro- 
fiche from  the  Central  Microfilm  Unit,   Illinois  State  Archives,  Archives 
Building,   Springfield,   Illinois    62706.     Charges,   which  are  subject  to 
change  without  notice,   are  $.25  per  fiche,   with  a  minimum  charge  of 
$1  .00.     Thus,   a  title  complete  on  one  fiche  would  cost  $1 .00,   while  a 
title  complete  In  six  fiche  would  cost  $1.50.     Fiche  should  be  ordered 
by  serial  number,   and  checks  should  be  made  out  to  Paul  Powell, 
Secretary  of  State.
